Judging panels are being as- 
sembled by provincial commit- 
tees in the Western Division of 
the National Barley Contest to 
start field judging for the 1,234 
entries in the three prairie pro- 
vinces. 

To staffs of the provincial 
and Dominion departments of 
agriculture, competent to do the 
work, will have to be added oth- 
er personnel , particulalry in 
Maitoba where there are 507 
entries. Otherwise the field 
judging cannot be completed by 
the end of July. So nearly as 
this is possible this is the dead, 
line set by the provincial com+ 
mittees. 

The official score card for 
the field judging is the same ae 
elrecdy announced by the com- 
mittee. Of the eight points to 
be taken into consideration free 
dom from weeds is the most im 
portant. Twenty five points are 
allowed for this. There will be 
15 points for purity of variety. 

Six other factors will be con- 
sidered in tabulating point score 
of the fields namely: General 
neatness of field and uniform 
seeding, freedom from other 
grains, freedom from disease 
and insect pests. uniformity of 
stand, eveness of maturity and 


apparent yield. For each of 
these there is a possible ten 
points.

Hope For Large Pack 
Canadians May Get Plenty Of 
Canned Salmon This Year 
Canadians will be able to enjoy 
nearly as much canned salmon from 
the 1946 pack as they did from pre- 
war packs, according to the grocery 
trade publication, Canadian Grocer. 
A report in a recent issue, says 500,- 
000 cases of the 1946 pack have been 
| allotted the domestic market. This 
represents an increase of 66% per 
cent. over the amount Canadians got 
| from last year's pack, when only 
300,000 cases were retained in this 
country for Canadian consumption. 
The year before it was 250,000 and in 

1943, 200,000 cases. 

Canadian Grocer points out that 
this is a “cycle” year for sockeye— 
the choicest variety of all. Packers 
are hoping for an unusually large 
pack this year, maybe 800,000 cases 
|; of this variety alone, while the total 
pack of all varieties may run to 
1,900,000 cases. 

If all goes well Canada will have 
a large export surplus for the hungry 
British market and for other sterling 
countries, as well as being able to 
satisfy the wants of the home market 
| more completely than has been the 
; case since early in the war. 
| Canning will commence sometime
